The ten- 
dency of such a practice is to make it 
hard for a Judge to obtain a suit- 
able jury panel, or to cause men to 
be retained who have really good ex- 
cuses, and who should not be re- 
quired to serve.

Brooke was Deputy Lieutenant for

As described by Steedman, the 
process of getting photographs of the 
bears was one of outguessing the 
animals, having the cameras pre- 
pared for action before the bears be- 
came aware of their pursuers.

Approaching as silently as possi- 
ble toward the lair of a bear, the 
photographer would creep flat on 
the groung. Im one hand would be 
carried the camera. A short dis- 
tance to the rear the guide would 
creep forward in @ similar fashion, 
bearing his own rifle and that of the 
photographer, both ready for quick 
use. A little “blind” would be pre- 
pared for the camera and then fol- 
lowed a wait akin to that of duck- 
shooting. P 

“We would figure ‘that bear is 
bound to come directly in front of 
the lens soon,’ ” Steedman said, “and 
then a little would sent the 
bear off in the other direction and 
the photographer would go back to 
camp, dry his clothes, talk it over 
and rest in preparation for the next 
day.

“None of us were seriously men- 
aced by attacks of bears, either while 
photographing shooting them. 
However, hunting the brown bear, 
and especially, photographing him, 
is a dangerous sport and the pho- 
tographer must at all times be 
guarded by an expert hunter who is 
a dead shot. The intentions of bears 
can never be trusted.”

Rules Permitting Aviators to 
Choose Fiying Days Will 
Make Contest Unique.

NEW YORK. July 30.—The first 
application for entry into the trans- 
continental airplane race for the 
Pulitser trophy arrived yesterday at 
the Aero Club of America... Arthur 
©. Price of Ellenville, N. Y.. a sports- 
man aviator, telegraphed the club his 
intent®n to enter the race and askec 
for iculars. 

Mai. Charies J. Glidden, chairman 
of the contest board, last night tele- 
graphed hig congratulations to Price 
for being the first entrant, and said 
the rules governing the contest would 
be made public next week. It was 
announced last night that a meeting 
of the contest board had been called 
for next Monday to plan the race 
“The Board of Governors of the 
Aero Club have already decided tha: 
this race is not in any sense to be a 
Marathon contest.” sald Maj. Glid- 
den. “Marathons in the air entail 
loss of life and mean a battle with 
the elements, with al] of the chances 
against the aviator. 

“Aviation has progressed far 
enough in public interest mo longer 
te meed reckless deeds to stimulate 
that interest. We are planning to 
hold this contest tn a new and un-

“Among the matters to be decided 
by the contest board is the length of 
time to be allowed to flyers to com- 
plete their trip across the contipent.

After he sailed 
for Europe his writings against the 
draft and the war were called to the 
attention of the State Department 
and Secretary Lansing, ordered his 
return. When he was brought to
